HAS MADE SURPRISING PROGRESS. 

Lexington, Ky,. July 24.— E. 
F. Lines, of Washington, re- 
presenting the United States 
Geological Survey, arrived here 
today and held a conference 
with C. J. Norwood, head of the 
Kentucky State Geological Sur- 
vey, in regard to the Federal j 
States co operating in au effort! 
to secure the data on all of the] 
oil and other wells in tliis State, j 
Mr. Lines made a proposition, 
that the entire matter be placed | 
in the hands of the Federal Sur- j 
vey, and that all reports be sent| 
to Washington, where the Fed 
•nd Survey could secure the | 
data wanted and return the rest 
to the State Survey in this city. 
To this Mr. Norwood made aj 
counter proposition stating that , 
the State Survey was in a better 
position to take entire charge of j 
the survey, as he already has the 
records of over 400 • wells iD the 
State, and to this proposition 
Mr. Lines consented, and will 
advise that the matter be left in 
charge of the State Survey. The 
work of the State Sarvey was 
begun last April, and the Fed- 
eral representative expressed 
surprise that so much had been 
accomplished in so short a time, 
and as the work is being rapidly 
pushed in this State, it will be 
only a short time, with the co- 
operation of the Federal Survev, 
that it will be finished. J. B. 
Horng, of this city, who is now 
Btudying the oil and gas belt of 
the State, will shortly issuer 
bulletin covering the work done 
by him. Dr. A. Peter, of the 
Kentucky State College, has 
been appointed chemist of the 
survey, and Dr. E. A. Palmer, 
of Central University, and Profs. 
Burk and Lyons, of Louisville, 
will also undertake a chemical 
investigation of the work.

first brigade was commanded by 
Col. (later Brig. Geu.) Basil W. 
Duke, and the Second Brigade 
by Col. (later Brig. Gen.) Adam 
R. Johnson. This was the per- 
sonnel of the general officers at 
the time of the famous Ohio raid. 

During the period when the 
command was fullest there were 
5,000 men under the leadership 
of the distinguished officers, and 
between 500 and WX) men lost 
their lives during the war, ex- 
clusive of officers. 

The command was made up of 
the Second, Third, Fifth, Sixth, 
Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh 
and Fourteenth Kentucky Cav- 
alry Regiments, C. S. A., and 
the Ninth Tennessee Cavalry. 
The Colonels who commanded 
these regiments were as follows: 

The first Colonel of the Second 
Kentucky Cavalry was John H. 
Morgan. The second Colonel wag 
Basil W. Duke. The third Col- 
onel was James B. Bowles. 

The Third Kentucky Cavalry 
was commanded first by Col. 
(afterward Brig. Gen.) Richard 
M. Gano; then by Col. John W. 
Huffman. 

The Fifth Kentucky Cavalry 
was commanded by Col. D. How- 
ard Smith. The Sixth by Col. 
Wurren S. Ortgsby. The Eighth 
by Ool. Leroy S. Cluke; then, by 
Col. Cicero Coleman. The Ninth 
was commanded by Col. W. C. 
P. Breckinridge. The Tenth by 
Col. (afterward Brig. Gen.) A. 
R. Johnson ; then by Col. Robert 
W. Martin. The Eleventh, first 
by Col. E. C. Chenault; then by 
Col. Jos. E. Tucker. The Four- 
teenth by Ool. R. C. Morgan, and 
the Ninth Tennessee Cavalry by 
Col. W. W. Ward.

COUNTY TEACHERS' INSTITUTE 



Monday Morning 

Tha Teachers' Institute of Hop- 
kins county began Its annual session 
Monday morning. July 1H. in the 
oourthouse at Madlsonvllle. 

The County Superintendent, Miss 
Hallie K. Brown, acting as tempor- 
ary chairman, called the meeting to 
order at 10 o'olock and the devotion- 
al execises conducted by Eld. S. F. 
Fowler, of the Christian Church, 
who also added a few words of 
hearty welcome. 

Mr. H. F. S. Bailev was chosen 
chairman and Miss Minnie Bourland 
secretary. 

The opening enrollment was 10G, 
the largest remembered in the his- 
tory of the institute. 

Then followed the usual timely re- 
marks by the County Superinten- 
dent, in which she warmly encour- 
aged the many faithful teachers but 
gently warned and threatened the 
very few "shirkers." 

Prof. Chaa. Evans, of Marion, who 
so ably led three years ago. was 
again introduced as instructor and 
was lioartily welcomed by the 
teachers. He brought with him 
fresh inspiration from the great edu- 
cational meeting at St. Louis (N. E. 
A.) and stronger than ever was his 
plea for energy, enthusiasm and 
earnest work in the schoolroom. He 
rejoices in the fact that Hopkins 
oounty is rapidly advancing educa- 
tionally, paying a well deserved tri- 
bute to Prof. Chapman, who is large- 
ly responsible for the favorable out- 
look. 

Dr. Peterman, of Nashville, author 
of the famous text book on Civics, 
was introduced and responded with 
a short speech, whicli thoroughly 
captivated his hearers. 

Mr. Williams, of Owensboro, than 
■poke in behalf of the state paper. 
The Southern School Journal, aud 
Mr. Chapman strongly recommended 
Beeley's New School Management, 
/after which came adjournment until 
. 'the afternoon. 

Monday Afternoon. 

Order was called at I 'M and fhe 
meeting opened with singing follow- 
ed by roll call. 

Mr. Chas. Franklin In his answer 
to the question, "What is a good 
school and what is a poor school," 
won the favor of the entire Institute. 
The subject was further decided by 
Mr. Chapman, Miss Brown and the 
instructor aud a more practical 
though leBS beautiful definition de- 
veloped. 

Mr. J. M. Browning then discussed 
in his original and pleasing manner. 
"The Scholarship and Common 
Sense of the Teacher." "The Teach- 
ers' Social Qualities, Character. 
Tact, Spirit and Knvironments" was 
a subject well handled by Mr. Hop- 
good and others. It was agreed that 
the teachers should be able to lead 
lu the proper course the social life of 
the district and by so doing get in 
elose sympathy with the patrons. 
That he should be the creator of 
thought and moulder of morals of 

tin oommnnity. 

Mr. H. F. S. Bailey emphasized 
the importance of "Attractive House 
Furnishings and Grounds" and 
made this among other good sug- 
gestions, "Always Have Something 
in View and Constantly Strive for it 
and Lead Pupils to do Likewise." 

Mr. Evans recommended these 
four essentials as conducive to suc- 
cess: I. Happy atmosphere in school 
life; a. Progress; 8. Morality or re- 
ligiosity; 4. Work. 

A lively "Bound Table Talk," 
conducted by the secretary, on The 
District Library consumed the re- 
mainder of the time, and as the sub- 
ject was considered too broad to be 
disposed of briefly it was voted the 
discussion be continued the follow- 
ing day. After announcements, ad- 
journment at 4:30. 

Tuesday Morning. 

On Tuesday morning at 8:30 the 
institute was called to order for its 
second day's work. After the sing- 
ing, the devotional exercises were 
led by Mr Evans. He brought out 
uew beauties in the much loved 13th 
chapter of Corinthians and held it 



no as a remarkable literary 
piece. 

The minutes of Monday's proceed- 
ings were read and adopted and the 
roll oalled which showed few ab- 
sentees. The chairman then named 
as members of the Committee on 
Besolutions Mr. L. B. Bay, Miss 
hula Earle aud Mr. Chas. Franklin. 

The Instructor in a most excellent 
talk on "Educational Principles" 
advanced many new Ideas and 
brought as he said theories from the 
living fountains of experience rather 
than the more abstract rules which 
are too often intangible. 

After recess the "Star Spangled 
Banner" was sung which occasioned 
a plea for more music and patriotism 
in school. 

Miss Lizzie Dean read a very 
thoughtful paper on "Spelling," 
which was very favorably received 
and some of Its good points were dis- 
cussed by several members. The 
instructor then aroused a further in- 
terest in the subject with a broad 
comprehensive talk developing tho 
idea that good spelling is almost 
wholly dependent upon sight. Mr. 
Peterman then gave a most expan- 
sive exposition of the i 
see putting the s] 



book 

out of the schools and thinks it can 
uot be done wisely until we have the 
right kind of teachers in the right 
kind of schools with the right kind 
of appliances under the right kind of 
supervision. He advocates above all 
the dictionary and reading habit. 

After recess Mr. Cart introduced 
the subject of "Composition," em- 
phasizing the importance of care- 
fully prepared written work on ev- 
ery subject and the necessity of 
teaching the child to express him- 
self naturally with pen or pencil. 
That language Is best taught by as- 
sociation with good books and cul- 
tured people was also brought out, 
after which came adjournment. 



The afternoon session began at 1 :30 
and In response to roll call many 
favorite quotations on "Pedagogy" 
were given. 

Miss Buth Plain gave a talk on the 
Teacher in the Schoolroom, In which 
she urged cleanliness, honesty, 
punctuality, and purity of deed and 
thought. Miss Ivah Alexander read 
a good short paper on "Illustrative 
Material," which started a lively 
discussion contrasting the well 
trained and the well informed 
teacher. A strong plea for Normal 
training brought from Mr. Ctley the 
thought, that, like rage, the great 
teacher of teachers, one may with 
sufficient zeal, energy and love for 
the work win much strength by 
fighting out his battles alone. Mr. 
Williams strongly advocated Nor- 
mal training and believes that only 
when the demand is sufficient, Ken- 
tucky Normals will be established. 

The institute was then very de- 
lightfully entertained with a humor- 
ous reading by Dr. Peterman, enti- 
tled "The Finest Hotel." This Is a 
lection from his new book, "Petals 
of the Pennyrile," a sketch of life In 
intainous Kentucky. We pre- 
dict that it will bring additional 
fame and honor to its author. 

After recess Miss Belle Story 
made some valuable suggestions u.i 
the Teacher's Library and Miss 
Uoldie Walker told in a pleasing 
manner Hnwm lesson may be well 
prepared. 

A motion was made and carried 
that Dr. Peterman conclude the 
Bound Table Talk on the District 
Library. Among other tilings, he 
said : " Kvery teacher in the county 
may have a school library if she 
really wants one." On the subject 
>f reading he thinks that the Ken- 
tucky teacher has three particular 
duties: Teach how to read, what to 
read and to form the reading habit. 
That the leading ' people. This 
resolution was then offered by Mr. 
Evans and voted by the teachers: 
"Be it resolved, That we, the teach- 
ers oi Hopkins county, do here 
pledge ourselves to the establish- 
ment of a district school library this 
scholastic year and impose this obli- 
gation upon ourselves." This closed 
the second day's program.

For the Malaria-Dealinj "House Mo.- 
quitos" That Causes so Much 
of Our Sickness. 



There ig scarcely a cellar, in a 
region where mosquitoes are 
found at all, that does not have 
its winter population of impreg- 
nated females — the males die in 
the fall. To this series belong 
the common house or rain-barrel 
mosquito, and the malaria car- 
riers or "dapple-wings." The 
house mosquito gets its name be- 
cause of its tendency to get in- 
doors, and because its favorite 
breeding places are found in or 
about our dwellings. Rain bar- 
rels or other receptacles contain- 
ing water — cisterns, gutters, 
sewer basins, and even cess dooIs 
—answer equally well, and the 
water contained in a broken cup 
may develop a group of three or 
four hundred. There is no place 
too small and no water too foul 
for this insect.

It means, for its co .... , ,< inafc-- 
every man shall keep his yard 
free from stagnant water; that, 
if a rain barrel or cistern is a 
necessity, he will cover the 
former and all the openings to 
the latter with wire mosquito- 
netting; and that, whore cess- 
polls are in use, there shall be 
traps between them and the 
house, and a screen over any 
outer air. — Professor John B.

Case Will Now jo to the Supreme 
Court for Hearing. 



Frankfort, Ky., July 28.— At- 
torneys James Andrew Scott, and 
W. M. Smith, for James Howard, 
under life sentence for the mur- 
der of Wm. Goebel, this morn- 
ing applied for a writ of error to 
the Supreme Court in the How- 
ard caBe before Chief Justice 
Burnam. 

Attorneys Hays and Judge B. 
Q. Williams for the Common- 
wealth were present during the 
argument and presentation of 
the writ and entered a formal 
objection to each of the grounds 
alleged. One of the chief grounds 
relied on was the code provision 
that the defendant had a right 
to be present at each step taken 
in the case. 

The writ is applied for on 
other constitutional grounds, 
which have been brought out in 
the previous trials. Chief Justice 
Burnam granted the writ.

Jackson, when in- 
formed that the legislature of Louis- 
iana were deliberating about the 
propriety ot surrender, ordered Gov. 
Claiborne, if they persisted in their 
course, to have the members arrest- 
ed aud held for further orders.

Louisville, Ky., July 26, 1904. 
Tbs government crop report f 
Kentucky for week ending Monday 
•ays: 

The first of the week was quite 
warm, with local showers covering 
the greater portion of the State ; the 
latter part was cool and generally 
dry. 

Wheat threshing was delayed by 
the rain, but progressed well the last 
of the week. The crop is better in 
yield and quality than was expected. 

Tobacco Is doing fairly well. The 
early fields in the western portion of 
the State are especially good, but 
the later setting is not so promising. 



Wheat Crop Outlook. 
The relation of the wheat crop to 
the general prosperity of the coun- 
try naturally attracts public atten- 
tion to the estimates of the probable 
yield for the year. N» xt to hay aud 
cotton the wheat crop is the most 
valuable crop of American agricul- 
As Secretary Wilson, of the 
department of agriculture, said in 
his last report, the wheat product In 
recent yearB has ranged from 600,- 
000,000 to 760,000,000 bushels, worth 
to the farmer from $360,009,000 

and while the yalue of 
rop, Including seed, has 
,000. The value of 
the hay crop ranges from $460,000,000 
i $650,800,000. 

James J. Hill, whose extensive 
carrying interests in the northwest 
make him a careful student of crop 
conditions, is quoted as making the 
statement that the wheat crop of the 
United States this season will not 
reach over 600,000,000 bushels. This 
Is regarded aa a short crop and the 
statement of Mr. Hill is therefore 
looked upon as a pessimistic one, 

The shortage is attributed to con- 
tinuous and drenching rains and 
windstorms in the Bed river valley 
and in the great grain states in the 
southwest. While the farmers and 
dealers in Minnesota are optomlstic 
and declare that the yield in that 
state will not fall below 70,000,000 
bushels the hayoc wrought by the 
elements In Kansas and Nebraska, 
It Is said, will cause a considerable 
decrease from the usual crops In 
those states. In five days the esti- 



mates for the total yields for Kansas 
aud Nebraska have dropped several 
million bushels. In Iowa and Mis- 
souri conditions favor a normal crop. 

If the total crop of the country 
reaches 600,000,000 bushels, as Mr. 
Hill predicts, there is no warrant la 
the crop statistics of recent years 
for taking a pessimistic view of the 
general outlook. Since 1893 the total 
wheat crop has ranged all the way 
from 396,131.725 bushels in that year 
to 748,860,000 bushels In 1891. It was 
690,063,000 bushels In 1902 and 637,- 
000,000 bushels in 1903. In 1900 the 
total yield was only 622,330,000 bush- 
els and In 1890 It reached 647,804,000 
bushels. In 1898 there was an ex- 
ceptionally heavy crop, the total 
number of bushels being reported as 
675,149,000, but in the years 1896, 1895, 
and 1894 the crop fell below 600.000,- 
(XH) bushels. 

Urge Eggi. 
Some of the breeds lay larger eggs 
than others, something also depend' 
the hens and kinds of food, 
but overfee ling has much to do with 
the hens laving extra large eggs, 
soft-shell eggs, double-yolk eggs and 
eggs of various shapes. 

If given opportunities to work for 
their food, the hens will not fatten 
very rapidly when producing eggs, 
and just as soon as the hens can 
have access to grass, cut off some of 
the food. Jt will be a waste of food 
feed fowls that have the run of a 
large field, as they will fill their 
crops seyeral times during the day 
with grass, young weeds, seeds, 
worms and insects of all kinds, se- 
curing a greater and better variety 
than can be provided. 

They will also lay more eggs If not 
overfed, as they will keep in good 
condition when busily at work for 
their food. Many persons feed their 
hens when the birds are foraging, 
and do not know why eggs are lack- 
ing, when the cause is too much feed 
during the spring and summer. It 
may be necessary to observe each 
member of the flock, but such work 
is one of the duties connected with 
the management of fowls. 

Tobacco Destroys lassst Life. 
The use of tobacco as a protection 
against moths and other insects is 
well kuowu, but a new adaptation is 
reported in the form of au extract, 
which is said to be fatal to various 
forms of insect life. The extract is 
prepared from tobacco waste, and is 
of about 40 percent solidity and has 



it promptly exterminates the 
bugs, but is absolutely harmless to 
plant life. The solution— from one 
to three percent being sufficient for 
all ordinary purposes— is sprinkled j* 
or sprayed in the usual manner, aud " 
is winning popularity. Among the 
Insects on which experiments have 
been made with encouraging results 
are plant lice, plant wasps, earth 
fleas, caterpillars aud beetles. The 
extract is also used with success for 
animal parasites such as sheep lice.

Clovers on Wet Land 

Clovers differ greatly as to their 
ability to live with water at their 
roots. Thus, the red varieties mnst 
be grown on land where water does 
not stand. A large proportion of 
the failures In getting catches of 
clover are doubtless due to the sow- 
ing of the seed on poorlv-drained 
land. Where the red clover is want- 
ed and the land is wet, the only 
thing to do is to drain it, so that the 
land will dry out well in the spring 
and get warm quickly, at d so that it 

Cold land Is not suitable to 
the growing of medium and red 
clover. But with the alsike it is 
different, to a degree. That variety
